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INTRODUCTION.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Baildon  for  1954. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  year  was  damp,  cold  and  sunless;  nevertheless  Vital 
Statistics  showed  little  change  from  1953.  There  was  a slight 
increase  in  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates.  Causes  of  death  show  that 
apart  from  one  fatal  case  of  Poliomyelitis,  infectious  disease  plays  an 
increasingly  small  part  in  mortality.  It  is  notable  that  there  were  no 
deaths  from  Gastro  Enteritis  or  diarrhoea.  In  spite  of  this,  however, 
concern  must  be  felt  about  the  increased  frequency  of  cases  of 
Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning.  These  are  preventable  infections, 
spread,  however,  directly  from  person  to  person,  or  through  the  inter- 
mediary of  food  as  a vehicle.  It  is  also  significant  that  the  only  child 
under  15  to  die  during  the  year  in  Baildon  was  killed  by  a lorry  in  a 
road  accident. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  new  Day  Nursery  opened  in  1953  was  ready  to  close  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  There  was  no  lack  of  applications  but  a pro- 
gressive restriction  by  the  County  Authority  of  the  reasons  for 
admission.  This  provided  grounds  for  ultimate  closure. 

Housing. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  some  progress  in  housing  and  the 
imminent  approach  of  a phase  of  slum  clearance.  The  overall  prob- 
lem in  Baildon  is  numerically  small  compared  with  the  average  in- 
dustrial area. 

I am  indebted  for  the  continued  interest  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  your  Health  Committee  and  for  help  so  willingly  rendered 
by  fellow  officials.

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Social  Conditions. 

Baildon  is  a residential  town  separated  from  Shipley  by  the  River 
Aire,  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  Railway,  and  from  Bradford, 
Horsforth  and  Bingley  by  extensive  green  belts  and  open  moorland. 
The  lower  town,  including  Charlestown,  is  predominantly  industrial, 
with  mills,  factories  and  workshops  and  a high  percentage  of  old  type 
property.  The  administrative  centre,  higher  situate,  is  residential, 
principally  a product  of  the  inter-war  developmental  period  in  housing. 
The  upper  town,  adjacent  to  high  placed  moorland,  is  almost  ex- 
clusively residential  in  character. 

There  are  about  3716  houses  in  Baildon,  mostly  modern,  although 
some  old  type  property  remains  around  Towngate,  Baildon  Green, 
Tong  Park  and  Woodbottom.  A new  estate  has  been  erected  at  The 
Knoll  with  extensive  aspect  and  ample  room  for  development.

The  increase  in  population  in  Baildon  between  wars  was  pre- 
dominantly older  age  group  in  structure.  There  was  therefore  ex- 
pansion with  low  potentiality.  The  general  picture  is  one  of  diminish- 
ing younger  age  group,  falling  birth  rate  and  ageing  population. 

The  high  female  to  male  ratio  of  working  population  is  repre- 
sentative of  the  textile  area  generally.  Eight  large  firms  employ 
2,660  workers  locally,  the  principal  industries  being  woollen  textile  and 
engineering.  Over  one  half  of  the  male  population  is  estimated  to 
be  engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  A considerable  inter-change  of 
working  population  occurs  in  each  direction  daily  between  Baildon 
and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Shipley,  serves  both  Shipley 
and  Baildon. 

Unemployment  remains  at  a low  figure  and  in  the  main  consists 
of  older  men,  the  placing  of  whom  in  suitable  work  is  not  easy. 

Employment  was  maintained  at  a high  level  during  the  year, 
although  a little  short  time  working  occurred  in  some  of  the  dyeing 
and  finishing  sections  of  the  textile  industry.  Daily  transport  of 
women  and  girls  from  south  Yorkshire  for  employment  in  textiles 
has  been  increased.  Arrangements  were  made  by  one  employer  to 
bring  over  more  Italian  women  for  employment  in  the  spinning  section 
of  the  industry.  These  schemes  are  of  great  benefit  to  employers 
whose  demand  for  female  labour  is  constant. 

Hostel  provisions  of  a high  quality  are  provided  in  Baildon  by 
one  of  the  large  textile  firms. 
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General  Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 
Medical  Practitioners  Liaison. 


Traditionally  the  District  Nurse  and  Midwife  both  work 
with  the  family  doctor.  Lately  much  interest  has  been  devoted  to 
encouraging  closer  liaison  between  Health  Visitor  and  General  Prac- 
titioner. In  this  Division  we  have  been  particularly  successful,  as  the 
Doctors  have  shown  willingness  in  almost  every  way  to  use  the  services 
of  these  experienced  Nurses.  Representatives  of  the  County  Council 
and  of  the  Executive  Council  have  at  a professional  level  applied 
themselves  to  smooth  out  difficulties  and  establish  close  liaison  be- 
tween Health  Visitor  and  private  Doctor  in  relation  to  Infectious 
Disease,  Care  of  the  Aged,  provision  of  Home  Helps  and  Hospital 
After  Care.  The  particular  scope  of  the  Health  Visitor — work  in 
the  home,  in  Clinics,  Training  schools.  Schools,  familiarity  with  social 
problems — should  prove  of  great  assistance  to  the  busy  Medical  Prac- 
titioner. Furthermore,  she  is  a valuable  link  between  the  Hospital 
Almoner  and  home  problems.  I am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Prac- 
titioners for  their  unfailing  courtesy  with  the  Nursing  staff,  and  am 
hopeful  that  they,  the  Nursing  staff  and  the  community  may  benefit 
from  increased  co-operation. 

Baildon  has  one  resident  Home  Nurse,  a resident  Midwife  and 
one  Health  Visitor.  This  concentrates  domiciliary  services  in  a small 
group  and  promotes  team  work.  Close  co-operation  exists  between 
these  officers  and  the  officers  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Hospital  Liaison. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee 
responsible  for  Salt’s  Hospital  and  the  Shipley  Maternity  Home.  An 
increasing  number  of  Baildon  patients  are  admitted  to  both  these  In- 
stitutions. 

Liaison  with  Doctors,  Nursing  Staff  and  Almoners  is  increasing 
from  week  to  week  at  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Clayton,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  Leeds  Road  and  Morton  Banks 
Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  There  is  scope  for  an  increase  in  the 
demands  for  Care  and  After  Care  in  cases  ready  for  discharge. 

Maternity  Home. 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients.  Priority 
for  admission  is  granted  on  the  basis  of: —

Increasing  admissions  of  expectant  mothers  from  Baildon  have 
been  arranged.  When  beds  are  fully  booked  recommendations  are 
made  for  other  County  Homes.  In  some  instances  home  conditions 
and  circumstances  favour  delivery  of  the  patients  in  the  mother’s  own 
home  and,  although  this  is  against  popular  trends  in  recent  years, 
there  is  distinct  need  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  women  prepared 
to  arrange  delivery  in  their  own  homes. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Baildon  Clinic. 

This  is  a commodious  Clinic  for  infant  welfare  work.  Sessions 
are  held  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Methodist  Church  Hall, 
Westgate.  A Doctor  and  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance. 

An  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesday  mornings 
by  arrangement;  Doctor,  Health  Visitor  and  Midwife  being  in  attend- 
ance. 

Children  and  mothers  in  need  of  Specialist  services  are  referred 
to  Somerset  House,  Shipley.

Depots  are  conveniently  situate  for  service  in  Baildon. 

Day  Nurseries. 

The  Day  Nursery  at  Green  Lane,  Baildon,  is  of  a permanent 
type,  brick  built  with  accommodation  for  50  children.  Separate 
Nurseries  for  infant,  tweeny  and  toddler  groups,  ablutions  with  baths, 
wash-hand  basins,  toilets,  isolation  room,  kitchen,  laundry,  pantries 
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and  staff  accommodation  are  provided.  Internal  decorations  are  in 
light  pastel  shades.  The  building  is  centrally  heated  by  a gas  fed 
boiler,  and  the  premises  represent  up  to  date  facilities  and  many  re- 
finements on  the  pre-fabricated  war-time  buildings. 

Under  instructions  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  arrangements  were  complete  by  the 
end  of  the  year  for  the  closure  of  the  Day  Nursery  in  May,  1955. 

Domiciliary  Services. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

Staff  work  on  behalf  of  aged  persons  by  Health  Visitors,  Home 
Nurses  and  Home  Helps  is  referred  to  in  appropriate  sections  for  each 
service. 

Baildon  Aged  Persons’  Welfare  Association. 

Formed  in  late  1950,  rapid  progress  has  been  made  and  the 
Association  have  Executive,  Finance,  Social  and  Visitation  Sub- 
Committees.  In  addition  the  Association  opened  two  havens,  one  at 
Town  Gate  room  granted  by  the  Baildon  Urban  District  Council, 
and  one  at  Charlestown  Methodist  Church. 

Thanks  are  expressed  to  the  Urban  District  Council  for  further 
use  of  the  Towngate  Rooms  and  Town  Hall  for  Committee  Meetings, 
to  the  West  Riding  County  for  equipment  provided  for  the  Havens, 
and  for  help  given  the  Committee  from  various  officers. 

The  following  extracts  are  from  the  Fourth  Annual  Report: — 

“ In  presenting  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  this  Association  the 
Executive  Committee  once  again  are  pleased  to  announce  excellent 
progress  in  our  activities  during  the  past  year.  This  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  work  done  by  all  Committees  and  especially  by  the  two 
Sub-Committees,  namely  Social  and  Visitation.  The  Executive  Committee 
has  met  each  month  and  dealt  with  all  matters  in  connection  with  the 
well-being  of  the  Association.  The  co-operation  of  all  concerned  has 
brought  about  a standard  of  efficiency  for  which  we,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, are  deeply  grateful.  On  our  occasional  visits  to  the  Havens  we 
have  always  found  a happy  and  contented  atmosphere  and  one  sensed 
the  feeling  of  enjoyment  radiating  from  our  older  brothers  and  sisters. 

We  have  been  ably  represented  at  the  meetings  of  the  Yorkshire 
Council  for  Old  People’s  Welfare  by  Mrs.  Robson  and  Mrs.  Armitage, 
who  have  given  us  interesting  and  valued  reports  on  the  activities  covered 
by  the  Yorkshire  Council.  We  also  co-operated  again  this  year  with 
the  Shipley  Aged  Persons’  Welfare  Association  in  the  arrangement  of 
their  Annual  Outing  for  Blind  People  in  Shipley  and  Baildon  to  St. 
.'\nnes-on-Sea  during  June. 

The  third  Annual  Party  was  held  on  Januarv  16lh,  1954,  and  was 
just  as  successful  as  the  previous  ones  had  been,  and  we  were  assured 
that  the  old  people  who  attended  enjoyed  themselves  to  the  full. 

The  two  Havens  we  are  pleased  to  report  are  still  functioning  well, 
we  do  regret,  however,  to  note  a slight  drop  in  attendance  during  the 
last  few  months  at  Towngate;  we  hope  this  is  only  temporary  as  we 
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arc  of  the  opinion  this  is  a service  which  should  be  enjoyed  by  all  who 
can  attend.  We  place  on  record  our  thanks  to  the  three  Ministers  in 
Baildon  who  hold  a short  religious  service  at  the  Havens  monthly;  this 
has  been  a new  departure  and  we  are  sure  it  is  enjoyed  by  the  members 
of  both  Havens.  It  is  pleasing  also  to  report  the  kindness  of  the  teachers 
and  scholars  from  Sandals  School  who  once  again  brought  some  cheer 
into  the  Havens  by  distributing  amongst  the  members  quantities  of  fruit, 
vegetables,  and  flowers,  from  the  School  Harvest  Festival.  Kindness 
such  as  this  from  the  youngest  to  the  eldest  is  something  we  have  all 
pleasure  in  thinking  about. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  this  year  has  been  the  holding  of 
the  “ Autumn  Fayre  ” in  September,  the  financial  result  of  which  more 
than  justified  our  expectations  as  will  be  noted  in  the  Financial  Report 
submitted.  We  had  a wonderful  day  with  a magnificent  band  of  workers 
from  all  Committees,  and  we  the  Executive  do  extend  to  them  our  grateful 
thanks  for  what  they  achieved.  We  must  also  refer  and  express  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Havens  who  worked  so  hard  in  making  goods  for 
sale  and  also  to  those  kindly  interested  people  who  sent  cash  donations 
towards  the  effort.  Also  may  we  mention  the  Jumble  Sale  which  was  held 
and  the  Scrap  Drive  which  was  arranged,  both  of  which  brought  such 
good  results.  This  picture  of  the  Bazaar  effort  would  not  be  complete 
without  our  reference  to  the  gentle  old  lady  who  at  the  last  moment 
acted  as  “ Opener  ” for  the  Bazaar;  this  I think  all  will  agree  was  an 
ordeal  for  a lady  of  92  years,  but  she  won  all  our  admiration  by  the  way 
in  which  she  carried  out  the  duty. 

The  Executive  at  their  November  meeting  decided  to  distribute  a 
quantity  of  coal  for  Xmas  to  the  people  visited  by  members  of  our 
Visitation  Committee.  We  have  had  quite  a number  of  expressions  of 
thanks  for  this  gift,  and  we  feel  that  it  has  brought  an  extra  bit  of 
cheer  and  comfort  into  some  homes. 

Social  Committee. 

Mr.  John  Hyde  as  Chairman,  and  Councillor  J.  A.  Schofield  as 
Secretary  have  a grand  band  of  loyal  workers  whose  time  and  energies 
are  given  week  by  w'eek  in  helping  the  Havens  to  run  smoothly.  We 
know  they  have  had  a busy  year  with  both  outdoor  and  indoor  activities, 
and  these  have  been  arranged  with  their  usual  care  and  thought.  We 
are  assured  that  the  outings  arranged  to  the  Bradford  Alhambra  were 
outstanding  from  an  enjoyment  point  of  view.  The  work  of  the  Social 
Committee  at  the  Havens  goes  on  week  by  week  and  the  time  given 
by  the  members  for  the  benefit  of  our  older  people  is  a service  which 
mere  words  seem  inadequate  to  express  thanks,  but  the  members  may  be 
assured  that  our  Executive  Committee  do  appreciate  to  the  full  all  they 
have  and  still  are  doing  to  make  the  Association  the  successful  organisa- 
tion it  has  become. 

Visitation  Committee. 

As  usual  this  is  the  report  of  a very  busy  and  active  Committee, 
the  reports  we  receive  monthly  make  us  realise  how  efficient  the  work  of 
this  Committee  is  with  its  weekly  visits  to  lonely  and  sick  people,  and 
we  pay  our  sincere  tribute  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Walter  Mann,  and  the 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Robson,  and  all  the  members  of  their  Committee  who 
give  their  time  to  act  as  visitors  trying  to  bring  to  sick  people  cheer, 
to  lonely  people  help  and  sympathy,  and  understanding  of  their  many 
problems. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  home  Chiropody  Service  is  still  function- 
ing well,  although  we  have  had  a change  during  the  year,  Mrs.  Shaw 
having  to  give  up  owing  to  ill-health,  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Knowles 
who  has  taken  on  the  work  in  her  place. 
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The  Committee  have  in  their  possession  two  Invalid  Wheel  Chairs 
and  two  Commode  Chairsj  these  are  for  the  use  of  people  who  need  them 
and  quite  good  service  has  been  rendered  in  this  way.  The  report  given 
to  the  Executive  each  month  of  the  number  of  people  visited  in  their 
homes  or  in  hospital  is  somewhere  in  the  region  of  72,  and  when  you 
realise  that  these  visits  are  made  weekly  it  gives  some  idea  of  the  amount 
of  work  falling  upon  members  of  this  Committee.  This  is  a unit  of 
our  Association  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.  The  actual  help  given 
to  people  in  need  speaks  for  itself.” 

Home  Nursing. 

This  service  is  one  of  our  closest  links  with  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  since  the  Nurse  acts  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctor 
to  relieve  sickness  and  infirmity.  The  work  of  the  Nurse  overlaps 
both  the  curative  and  preventive  fields,  demanding  experience  in 
clinical  work  and  the  ability  to  teach  health  educational  principles  in 
the  home.  In  few  other  spheres  is  a Nurse  presented  with  greater 
opportunity  and  if  the  work  is  less  spectacular  than  some  other  fields 
of  medicine,  its  influence  is  none  the  less  profound,  for  the  Nurse,  by 
relieving  suffering,  can  bring  home  to  the  patient  and  his  or  her 
relatives  the  need  for  healthy  living. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed 
sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time 
on  each  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work 
the  number  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  the  supervisory 
staff  at  County  Hall,  and  the  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with 
the  Health  Department.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

Health  Education  Propaganda. 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Propaganda  material  was  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  are  examples  of  the 
steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Education  in  the  population: — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred  in 
the  Division. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary  In- 
spectors to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associations, 
Clubs  and  other  organisations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 

Hospitals. 

Some  progress  has  been  effected  in  the  Care  and  After  Care 
Services,  and  a notable  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment. 

There  are  four  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children, 
that  is,  for  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  a rest  and  change  of  air  and 
cannot  go  without  taking  their  young  children  with  them.  Six 
families  were  admitted  during  1954.

Home  Help  Service. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  on  the  Service  and  the  re- 
cruitment of  suitable  women  against  the  competitive  claims  of  industry 
continues  difficult.  While  no  qualifications  are  required  and  no  train- 
ing is  possible,  it  is  difficult  to  exact  too  high  a standard.  Nevertheless, 
fine  service  has  on  the  whole  been  rendered  by  a great  majority  of  the 
women  employed. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  number  of  chronic  sick  and  aged  is 
continually  increasing  and  that  the  Service  is  a genuine  contribution 
towards  the  easing  of  the  ever  present  problem  of  old  age. 

The  service  in  the  main  is  greatly  appreciated,  especially  by  the 
aged  who  find  it  difficult  to  carry  on.  Their  fears  of  having  to  give 
up  their  homes  are  quickly  dispelled  by  the  help  and  practical  work 
carried  out  by  kindly  cheerful  women. 

The  percentage  of  Maternity  cases  is  low.  Relatives  and  hus- 
bands replace  Home  Helps  in  many  cases,  mainly  owing  to  the  fact 
that  they  anticipate  high  assessment  charges,  this  state  being 
aggravated  by  local  gossip.  Some  may  consider  that  the  thrifty  are  ^ 
penalised  by  the  assessment  scales  to  the  advantage  of  the  person  who 
buys  by  hire  purchase. 

On  the  whole  we  have  had  a reasonably  good  year  with  regard 
to  recruitment  of  Home  Helps.  It  is  regrettable,  however,  to  note 
that  in  some  quarters  Home  Helps  are  being  looked  on  more  and  more 
as  “ chars.”  This  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  for  the 
heavy  jobs  to  be  done,  as  so  many  cases  have  to  be  covered  and  so 
little  time  can  be  allotted  each.  This  situation  would  be  eased  by  a 
higher  establishment  so  that  the  Service  could  operate  once  more  as 
intended,  “ A Home  Help  Service  ”.

General  Administration. 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  (Shipley)  and 
County  Divisional  Health  Staff. 

The  Sanitary  Officer  and  staff  occupy  premises  adjacent  to  the 
Town  Hall,  Baildon. 


Laboratory  Service. 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example,  periods  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Smith  and  staff  for  their 
consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  throughout  the  year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  year,  compared  with  its  predecessor,  was  characterised  by 
the  absence  of  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  a fall  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles.  Dysentery 
and  infections  due  to  Food  Poisoning  organisms  on  the  other  hand 
were  no  less  frequent.  This  would  lead  one  to  conclude  that  small 
progress  is  effected  in  personal  hygiene.  The  prevalence  of  Dysentery 
and  “ Salmonella  ” group  infections  is  “ a priori  ” evidence  of  slipshod 
personal  standards.  While  recognising  that  a majority  of  cases  occur 
among  young  children,  there  is  still  too  casual  a standard  applied  to 
the  mild  cases  of  diarrhoea  in  the  adult,  which  is  almost  always  of 
infectious  nature.  Whatever  public  health  safeguards  are  introduced, 
these  will  prove  futile  if  each  person  is  unaware  of  how  he  may  con- 
tribute to  the  well-being  of  himself  and  others.  It  is  regrettable  that 
such  false  reticence  is  observed  as  the  discouragement  of  advertise- 
ments recommending  the  washing  of  hands  after  visiting  toilet,  for 
this  remains  one  of  the  greatest  risks  to  our  fellows. 

The  acute  case  and  symptomless  excreter  of  germs  remains  the 
prevalent  source  of  infection.  Contamination  of  food,  food  utensils, 
toys,  dust  are  all  secondary  to  defective  personal  habits,  and  poor 
housing  and  grouping  of  high  susceptibles  contributory  factors.  Re- 
currence of  infection  within  the  family  group  usually  indicates  a low 
standard  of  hygiene:  indeed  infectious  gastro  enteritis  is  a useful 
criterion  of  the  level  of  hygiene  in  an  area.  Its  continued  presence, 
a high  infection  rate,  a rapid  spread  within  the  family  and  unusual 
difficulty  in  eradication  are  all  indications  of  the  need  to  review  the 
public  health  attack  on  defective  personal  habits. 

Special  attention  is  required  for  children  who  cannot  toilet  them- 
selves. Thorough  cleansing  of  lavatory  seats,  chains,  door  handles, 
chamber  pots,  napkins  and  linen,  play-room  floors,  crockery  and  food 
utensils,  and  full  attention  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  rooms 
would  reduce  the  risk  from  infected  individuals  and  dust.  Early 
consultation  with  the  family  Doctor  followed  by  prompt  treatment 
when  the  first  suspicious  case  appears,  with  a practical  policy  of  room 
isolation  would  reduce  much  absence  from  work  and  school  and  un- 
necessary infection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Children  suffer- 
ing from  diarrhoea  should  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  mix  with  other 
children,  since  acute  cases  are  even  more  infectious  than  the  unsus- 
pected carrier. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  no  deaths  and  the  disease  was  mild  in  type.  Seven 
of  eight  children  were  admitted  to  hispital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Again  Whooping  Cough  was  mild  in  type  and  22  cases  were 
notified,  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 
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Measles. 

Only  two  cases  were  notified,  the  disease  being  epidemically 
absent. 

Dysentery. 

57  notifications  were  received,  20  in  persons  over  20  years  of  age. 
Although  principally  an  infection  of  the  infant  and  young  child,  very 
close  observation  has  to  be  kept  on  food  handlers. 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  most  important  cause  of  Food  Poisoning  was  infection  by 
the  organism  Salmonella  Typhi-murium  of  pork  pies  manufactured 
by  a Bradford  retailer.  Cases  which  formed  the  outbreak  occurred 
between  1.11.54  and  7.12.54  in  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon'  and  Den- 
holme.  Nine  cases  were  ascertained  in  Baildon.  The  average  interval 
from  ingestion  to  onset  of  symptoms  was  three  to  five  days — a rather 
longer  incubation  period  than  is  usual  in  Food  Poisoning.  Principal 
symptoms  were  diarrhoea  of  varied  frequency,  abdominal  pain  with 
blood,  and  less  frequently,  slime  in  the  motion.  The  illness  was  not 
generally  severe,  and  lasted  on  the  average  from  three  to  five  days. 
Food  samples,  premises,  handlers  of  food  were  all  examined  in  co- 
operation with  the  Bradford  Authority.  No  accurate  estimate  could 
be  made  of  the  total  number  of  consumers  at  risk,  although  the  figure 
was  certainly  larger  than  the  number  ascertained  to  carry  and  convey 
infection.  The  ultimate  origin  was  probably  pigs  which  may  have 
been  infected  before  reaching  the  Abattoir. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  fatal  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred.  After  a very  full 
investigation  the  origin  of  infection  was  not  determined.  No  other 
case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation. 

Scabies  was  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre. 
This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has  been  adapted 
and  redecorated,  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing  and  dressing 
rooms,  and  nurse’s  room. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive  one 
treatment. 

There  has  been  a rapid  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies 
since  the  end  of  the  war.  Secondary  infections  are  few  and,  generally 
speaking,  one  treatment  suffices. 

Louse  Infestation. 

This  continues  to  be  persistently  present  among  a percentage  of 
the  population,  particularly  the  pre-school  and  school  child,  although 
it  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  prevalence  in  the  young  adolescent.  The 
control  of  louse  infestation  is  a perennial  problem,  usually  identified 
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with  School  Medicine.  Reports  are  submitted  monthly  to  each  group 
of  School  Managers  and  the  total  number  of  infested  cases  and  the 
follow-up  in  connection  with  each  given.  The  general  principle 
adopted  is  that  the  mother  is  in  the  first  case  encouraged  to  co-operate, 
and  where  a case  is  found  either  of  louse  infestation  or  nits,  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  are  examined.  The  reservoir  of  infection  for  most 
school  children  is  generally  the  member  of  the  “ problem  family.” 
Such  are  the  methods  of  treatment  available  and  their  efficacy  that 
there  is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  a child  continuing  to  be  infested 
over  a period.  By  tact,  persistence  and  conscientious  application, 
the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have  enormously  reduced  the 
incidence  of  infestation  in  the  population.

Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Keighley  for  children  classified  as 
ineducable  provided  accommodation  for  children  from  Keighley  and 
Shipley  Divisions  and  a few  outwith  these  areas.  Conveyance  by  ’bus 
or  taxi  from  central  points,  meals  and  milk  through  the  Education 
Department  continued  to  be  supplied.  Medical  examination,  medical 
records,  dental  sendees  and  clinic  facilities  were  maintained.  Super- 
visor members  of  the  staff  as  part  of  their  duties  escorted  children 
to  and  from  the  Centre.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR.  1954. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I hav'e  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
and  Cleansing  Services  of  your  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  Dec- 
ember, 1954. 

During  the  year  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  built 
was  a very  pleasing  factor.  Forty-two  were  completed  by  this 
authority  and  fifteen  by  private  enterprise.  All  restrictions  upon 
private  building  have  now  been  removed  and  it  may  be  expected  that 
the  number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  will  continue  to 
increase. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Coach  Road  Estate,  being  developed 
by  the  Shipley  Urban  District  Council,  appears  to  be  making  remark- 
able progress,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  24  houses  were  completed 
and  occupied.  This  brings  the  total  of  new  houses  completed  within 
the  district  during  the  year  to  81. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  apply  closing  orders  to  three  houses  in 
the  area  considered  unfit  for  further  occupation. 

A further  decrease  in  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s 
Housing  Lists  has  been  observed.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  houses  built  and  to  the  fact  that  a questionnaire  sent 
to  all  applicants  was  not  returned  in  many  cases,  and  in  others  revealed 
that  several  applicants  had  left  the  district. 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  at  a satisfactory  level  and  it  has  been  possible,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a few  isolated  instances,  to  maintain  a weekly  collection. 
Income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  paper  has  been  very  similar  to  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  weight  of  salvage  waste  paper  collected 
during  1954  was  114  tons  18  cwts.  with  a value  of  £752,  whilst  during 
1953  the  corresponding  figures  were  114  tons  valued  at  £780.  There 
is  now  a greater  demand  for  waste  paper  than  the  supply  available, 
and  every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  increase  the  collection  and  sale. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  with  especial 
mention  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  (Councillor  D. 
Hill).  The  help  and  advice  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  (Mr.  R.  H.  Moore)  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
(Dr.  J.  Battersby)  is  deeply  appreciated.

The  districts  of  Low  Hill  and  Moorside  still  remain  unsewered 
but  the  pail  closets  serving  these  premises  are  emptied  weekly.  The 
new  housing  estates  being  built  by  Shipley  U.D.C.  have  necessitated 
the  extending  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  to  include  them. 

A further  extension  of  the  system  has  also  been  carried  out  to 
serve  this  Council’s  new  houses  at  Acre  Rise  and  Brantcliffe  Drive. 

8.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection: — 

A weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  with  little  unusual  to  report.  The  few  complaints 
with  regard  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  service  were  mainly 
confined  to  holiday  times  and  periods  of  bad  weather. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal: — 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  100%  controlled  tipping  on  the  Esholt 
Lane  Tip.  No  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to 
nuisances  caused  by  this  tip.

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  district,  the 
local  butchers  slaughter  their  animals  either  at  the  Bradford  or  Shipley 
Public  Abattoirs. 

1 1 . Bakehouses. 

There  are  eight  bakehouses  in  the  district  all  of  which  are  in- 
spected regularly.  A good  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained.  In 
three  cases  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  owners’  attention  to  informal 
action  with  regard  to  limewashing  of  the  bakehouses. 

12.  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  54  retailers  and  one  producer-retailer  of  ice  cream 
registered  in  the  district.  The  majority  of  the  retailers  sell  the  prop- 
rietory brands  of  ice  cream  which  are  mainly  pre-packed.  Sev^eral 
mobile  ice  cream  vans  operate  within  the  district. 

13.  Milk  Supplies. 

There  are  25  registered  retailers  and  two  producer-retailers  of 
milk  within  the  district.  Eleven  samples  of  raw  and  heat-treated 
milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the 
methylene  blue  test  or  the  phosphatase  test,  with  the  following  results:

14.  Factories  Act,  1937. 

Several  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  the  year.  In 
general  the  conditions  are  satisfactory.  One  large  concern  is  re- 
modelling the  whole  of  the  sanitary  accommodation. 

15.  Smoke  Observations. 

Fifty-two  observations  were  made  during  the  year  and  with  the 
exception  of  two  factories  the  district  was  not  troubled  with  excessive 
smoke  emission. 

There  are  several  large  textile  factories  in  the  district  including 
two  dyehouses  and  the  boiler  plants  are  in  the  main  well  managed. 

In  the  case  of  one  of  the  offending  chimneys  certain  alterations 
were  carried  out  to  the  boiler  plant  and  this  proved  too  drastic  and 
a modification  of  the  original  scheme  was  then  carried  out.  A cleaner 
chimney  is  now  observed. 
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With  regard  to  the  other  offending  chimney  the  management 
have  called  in  the  Fuel  Research  Council  for  advice  and  it  will  be 
some  time  before  a full  report  can  be  expected. 

16.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Twenty-one  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  were  treated  during 
the  year,  three  of  which  were  major  infestations  by  rats.  The  results 
were  satisfactory,  all  the  treatments  being  carried  out  in  accordance 


with  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry, 
zinc  phosphide  are  the  chief  poisons  used.

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  is  administered  by  a Sub-Com- 
mittee under  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. The  Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healcn 
is  a co-opted  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital  or  the 
Maternity  Home. 

Admissions. 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided  ms 
with  the  following  statistics: — 

490  women  were  delivered.  4 cases  were  emergency  admissions. 
10.2  days  was  the  average  stay  in  lying-in  beds.  The  average  daily 
number  of  beds  occupied  was  15.8. 

Special  Statistics. 

There  were  5 forceps  deliveries  out  of  490  cases.  There  were  9 
stillbirths  and  1 neo-natal  death.  2 women  received  blood  transfusion.

Patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally.  Total  attend- 
ances numbered  162.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  29  women  special  visits 
in  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Pediatrician,  was  called  to 
examine  4 babies,  and  Mr.  Mortimer  Shaw  2 babies.

The  Clinic  started  on  the  4th  November,  1953  at  Somerset  House 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council  completed  its  first  full  year. 

Dr.  Buckle,  Hon.  Medical  Officer  to  the  Association,  reports  as 
follows: — 

“ During  the  period  1st  March,  1954,  to  28th  February,  1955, 
there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  patients  attending  the  Shipley 
Branch  of  the  F.P.A.  45  sessions  have  been  held  at  weekly  intervals 
and  427  new  patients  have  attended.  These  patients  have  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Clinic  as  follows: — 

176 — Medical  practitioners,  consultants,  institutions,  etc. 

96 — Friends  who  have  themselves  attended  an  F.P.A.  Clinic. 

80 — Health  visitors,  nurses  and  midwives. 

42 — Transfers  from  W.R.C.C.  Clinic. 

22 — Marriage  Guidance  Council. 

11 — Magazines,  etc. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  greatest  number  of  new  patients 
has  been  referred  by  general  practitioners  and  their  medical  colleagues. 
It  is  quite  evident  that  the  need  for  a F.P.A.  Clinic  has  been  great. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  arrive  at  a true  break  down  of  new 
patients,  as  the  reason  given  for  attending  may  not  in  fact,  be  the 
real  one.  It  is  only  on  patient  enquiry  that  one  arrives  at  the  answer.

Health  Visiting. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  and  an  Assistant 
Health  Visitor  who  undertakes  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House,  10 
Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the  Division,  4 of  whom 
are  allotted  to  Shipley.  The  Health  Visitor  is  now  the  General 
Practitioner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every  aspect 
of  Public  Health  work.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has  unlimited 
scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mothercraft  and 
Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my  opinion  more 
general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce  the  multiplicity 
of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
